It is within Mr. Carr’s power to change this if 
The power of a sheriff, as determined. by Ininois 
statute, makes him the most important law en- 
forcer of the county. He has rights that no chief 
of police enjoys. His power extends throughout 
the county, though custom in Cook county has con- 
fined it to the territory outside of Chicage. 

The lay says the sheriff is the conservator of 
the peace in his county, and it commands him to 
keep the peace and prevent crime, and it empowers 
him to call to his assistance, when necessary, any 
person or the power of the county. 

In Cook county the sheriff exercises centro! over 
a large number of subordinates. These sub- 
ordinates are all appointed by him; the civil service 
laws de not apply to his office. His pay roll totals 
$1,170,006 a year for 573 employés, divided as to 
duties approximately as follows: Custodian, county 
building, 154; custedian, Criminal court buliding, 
45; jail, 112; highway police, 73; deputies, process 
servers, 25; bailiffa, 140; general, 24, 

That ig a large force to be under the absolute 
control of one man. Out of it a sheriff whe wanted 
to clean up the county easily could create à police 
strength of between 100 and 150, even though that 
full strength were only temporary, With such a 
number, and with the codpefation, of city and local 
police, Cook county coyld be rid, within a week at 
most, of the crime and vice that now exists in ter- 
yitory ruled solely by the sheriff. It is Mr. Carr’s 
opportunity if he wants to take it.
